MEMORAMDUM FOR: Director of Central Intelligence 

SITOTCT : Effect of the 191^ Elections on CIA*s 

Relations with The Congress 

1. Ihis memorendiffla la for Information only and Is a pre- 
liminary analysis of the effect that the Congressional elections 
of 1958 will have upon CIA. It should be noted that this is 
being written prior to any indication as to how the parties will 
divide In setting up the committee structures, and consequently 
I may have erred on the conservative side in indicating hov/ the 
Democrats will apportion the coramlttees. The contents of the 
memorandum have been discussed with the legislative Counsel, 

2. Considering the principal committees with which CIA 
deals, the following is the status, 

a. The Joint Committee on Atomic Energy is composed 
of 9 Senators and 9 Representatives, and within those groups is 
divided along party lines. Two of the Senators— IQiowl^d of 
California and Brlcker of Cftiio— will not be returning, while 3 
Congressmen— Dempsey of Hew Mexico, Patterson of Connecticut and 
Jenkins of Ohio— will not be returning. The membership of this 
Committee is selected by the leaders so it would be difficult 

to predict who they will choose, 

b. On the Senate Armed Services Committee the present 
division is 8 Democrats and 7 Republicans, All of the Democrats 
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Will be retiiaming bo the 86th but 2 Bepublicans* - 

flandertt of Vermont and larrott of looming— will not be return- 
ing. Xnaemach as the new division of the Coimnittee will prcA>ably 
be 10 Demoerate and 5 Kepublicans, the 2 new Senators added to 
the CcMsnlttee will \mdoiibtedly be Semoerata. 

0. Ihe House Armed Serrioes Coranittee is presently 
c^npe»ed of 23 !>saoorats and l6 Kepi^lieans, fhere was a 
remarkably small turnover on this Committee in the recent elections 
with no Democrats dropping out and only 3 Republicans— Fatteraon 
of Connecticut (5th in seniority), CunninghaBt of Iowa (6th in 
seniority), and Devereux ©f Maryluid (9th in seniority). It 
would appear that on the House Axwd Serviees Committee the new 
appointments will be Democrats and, in fact, some of the present 
Republicans might lose their seats on the Committee, 

d. 'J'he Senate Appropriati^s Coi^ilttee is pxvsently 
coBposed of 12 Democrats and il Hspii^licans . Ho Democrats were 
displaced and the U Republicans were Xhowland of California, 

Thye of id.nnesota, hotter of Miohigan aiwi Ives of Hew York, It 
would appear that the new appointments would all be Democrats 
with the adjustment of the Committee strength to s<Maethlng 11K» 
l6 Democrats and 7 or 8 Republicans. 

e. fhe Hmme ^proprlatlons Consaittee in the 85th 
Ccmgress was ccmposod of 29 Democrats and 20 Republicans, one 
Democrat— Alfred Simmlnski of New Jersey, who z^ked 19th- -will 
not be returning as he was defeated in the primaries, l^ie 8 
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irfeo will not b« returning and their rank on the Oes* 
Kdttee are aa folli^fa: Riehard Mlggleaworth of Maasachusetts^ 2ndf 

Emeat Scrivner of Kanaaa, Frederic Coudert of Kew York, 9th; 
Cliff Clevenger of Ctilo, 10th; &iri Wilson of Indiana, 11th; 
Benjamin Jair®s of Feimaylvania, 12th; Idward Miller of Maryland, 
llNsh; and Charles w, VUraell of Illinois, 15th. ©f particular 
note to CIA is the fact that this will swnre Cferald R. Ford, Jr, 
of Michigan, who In the 85th ©ongrees ranked 13th, up to be the 
7th ranking Republican in the 86th Gongresa. 

f. Cki the Senate Foreign Relations Cownlttee the 
division In the 85th Congress was 8 Semocrats and 7 Itepublicana, 

Mo democrats lost. Itie 2 Republicans who will not be returning 
are Smith of Itew Jereey and fiiowland of California, Inasmuch as 
the new alloeaticn cti the Committee will probably be 10 Democrats 
and 5 Republicans, the 2 replacements will imdoifbtedly be 
Democrats, Of the Democrats, it Is possible that a junior member, 
like Clair aigle of California, miy be placed on the Committee 
In view of the ii»«>ortaiice of California politically and because 
of its Interest in foreign relations, particularly in the Far 
Sast, Other candidates for thle CcmmULttee might be Robert Byrd 
of iifest Virginia, who served in the 85th ©(digress an the House 
Foreign Affairs CooBaittee but has been elected to the Senate for 
the 86th Congress, 

g, The House Foreign Affairs Cossalttee was composed 
of 17 Democrats and 15 Republicans in the 85th Congress, Yhre© 
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l^aoorats will not feo including the Chaiiroan of the 

Coraralttee, these are Gordon of Xllittois, Ist; Hays of Ark»i8iui» 
6thjf and Byrd of West Virginia, 9th* Six lepuhlloans will not 
returning* These are Vorsm of tSaio, 2nd| Sad.th of Wisconsin, 
leCofflpte of Iowa, 9th| Hadwan of Hew York, lOthj Blorano of 
Connecticut, llthi and Prouty of Vemont, l4th. Inasmuch as 
Mr, Cordon is not returning to the ^th Congress, thcsaas S. Morgan 
of the 26th District of fennsylvania will succeed to the Chair- 
manship of the CcoKilttee as a result of his seniority* This 
will be Mr* Morgan *8 8th ter* as he was elected originally to the 
79th Congress on 7 Koveatoer 1944, 

3. As has been pointed out by the press, the new Congress 
is expected to be more liberal. It is interesting to note that 
of the 15 new Senatora, one (Young) is in his 6o»si five are in 
their 50 *s (lCeating-58, Scott-58, I^widolph-56, frouty-52 and 
Dodd-51 )i seven are in their 40«s (M088-47, Engle, Hart and 
Cannon-46, McOee-43, McCarthy-42 and Byrd-40)| and two are in 
their 30 *s (Hartkc-39 and IHlliams-38), Thus ttws average age 

of the new Senatox^ ia 48,7 yeax*— probably the youngest average 
of any group ever to be elected to the Senate. 

4, Analysing the effect of the elections on the Itensfield 
Bill, we can note the following. The Mansfield Bill was debated 
on 9 April 1956 and defeated by a vote of 59 to 27. Of the 86 
Senators who voted on the Bill, 27— or nearly 1/3— aw no longer 
in the Senate. Of the 27 who az« out, I8 (5 Democrats and 13 
Republicans) were among tl^ 59 who voted against tl» Bill, while 
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9 (4 jDtmocrats and 5 Republicans) voted for tbe Bill. In other 
wemitt 325^ those who vote^ tjgifwt the Bill and 33 1/3^ ni* 
those vdio voted for the Bill are out of the Senate. 

5. iamg strictly party lines, of the 46 Republicans who 

voted on the Bill, l8 or 44?g are out of the Senate, and of the 
40 Democrats who voted on the Bill, 9 22,5^ are out of the 

Senate, Conversely, 31 Democrats s«d 28 Republicans who voted 
on the Bill are still in the Senate. The vote on the Bill along 
party lines v&b Republicans - 38 against and 8 for, or 8S»6^ 

of the Republicans voting wei^e agaiiist the Billi Democrats - 21 
against and 19 for, or 52. 5$^ of the Democrats voting were against 
the Bill. 

6, If m could assume that futui« votes might follow 
similar lines and that 4 out of every 5 Republicans would vote 
against the Bill while the Democrats would split evenly, we might 
aSB\ime that In the 86th Congress a vote on the Mansfield Bill 
would find 27 Republicans agaliuit and 32 Democrats against, for 

a total of 59 against and 37 for. ('Uhls would not take into con- 
sideration the 2 new Senators from Alaska. ) However, two other 
factors are very important in this analysis, first, as the 
following tabulations will show, those favoring the Mansfield 
Bill on the Democratic side wore mainly from »diat has been called 
the liberal wing of the party. Inasmuch as a majority of the 
13 newly elected Democratic Senators would fall into this category, 
it is evident tlmt there will be stronger support for the Bill 
than alHple statistics would indicate. But perhaps even more 
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ia^rtant is the fmct that Senator Nuiafield's pjwsattge and 
felJbDViiig will have increased treaMmdously since the first debate 
in 195$* and consequently m should assu«e that if he brings the 
Bill to the floeo* for debate, he will do so assuiBlng that he id.ll 
^t it passed » it will be z^ealled that at the time of the last 
dc^te Senator Mansfield was quoted as having made the statement 
that he had been tauid^t a lesscci by the *pros,* We should 
appreciate that this time, if he brings the Bill to the floor, he 
will have the *pros® with him.
